Washington, D. C., July 19.— [Spe- 
cial.]—Our total foreign investment, 
exclusive of amounts owed the United 
States by foreign governments, is 
estimated by the department of com- 
merce at a little more than 89,500, 
000,000. 

The par value of foreign securities 
publicly offered in this country dur- 
ing the first half of 1925 amounted to 
$551,591,000, as compared to $879,700, 
000 for the corresponding period last 
year, according to Theodore R. Gold- 
smith of the finance and inyestment 
division of the department of com- 
merce. 

The volume was below that of the 
latter half of 1924, however, when the 
investment totaled $830,087,000, of 
which $652,087,000 represenfed new 
capital.

Europe was the largest borrower 
the first half of the present year, with. 
$237 600,000. Latin-America came 
second with $161,081,000, and Canada 
third with $131,910,000.

1925 SLAUGHTER 
BREAKS RECORD 


OF COOK COUNTY 


Two-thirds of Dead 


Are Pedestrians. 


Four hundred automobile killings in 
200 days was the new record estab- 
lished for Chicago and Cook county 
yesterday. 

As THe Trisune’s clock of death 
marks this morning the 400th motor 
victim killed since Jan. 1, the reputa- 
tion of the automobile as Chicago's 
most deadly instrument stands unchal- 
lenged. One hand guns and moon- 
shine combined ‘have killed only 341 
persons in that time. 

Coroner Issues Figures. 

When Coroner Oscar Wolff received 
the name of the latest victim, Frank 
Born, 1540 North LaSalle street, who 
died in Augustana hospital of motor 
injuries suffered a week ago, he issued 
statistics on motor fatalities compiled 
by his chief statistician, Miss Estelle 
Larson. 

“Children to the total of 121 are in- 
cluded in the list of 400 dead,” said 
Coroner Wolff. “ More than two-thirds 
of the victims were pedestrians.”’

What They Confess. 

The robberies they confess are these: 

January 2. Secured $18,000 in a dar- 
ing daylight holdup of the American 
Railway Express company offices in 
the La Salle street depot. Berardi was 
caught fleeing from this robbery. 

March 28. Took $50,000 from the 
express company’s safe on an east- 
bound New York Central train which 
they boarded at Englewood and left at 
Laporte, Ind. 

„ Apr. 17. Shot George F. Pugsley, 
an express guard, at Blue Island, tak- 
ing $10,000 which was in an iron safe. 
| Grey was an employé of the express 
company and he furnished information 
concerning the movements of money, 
he told Chief of Detectives William 
Schoemaker last night.

Wide Area Shaken.

Thousands of residents of the near 
north and northwest sides were terri- 
fied, the north branch of the Chicago 
river for several blocks was turned 
into a stream of fire, and two river 
craft were destroyed shortly before 
noon yesterday by the explosion of 
three tanks on a barge loaded with 
90,000 gallons of gasoline. The explo- 
sion occurred at the Texas Oil com- 
pany plant at the foot of Clay street. 

Almost miraculously no one was 1% 
jured. Nor was the property damage 
great. But for a time thousands af 
lives were imperilled by the fire, 
started by boys at play. 

People’s Gas Plant in Danger. 

Within 100 feet of the roaring river 
of flame stood one of the largest of 
the gas storage tanks of the Peoples 
Gas Light and Coke Co. On the weat 
bank of the river, a short distance 
from the fire, were nine tanks of the 
James S. Kirk Soap company, filled 
with explosive naptha. And along 
side the flaming stream were the 200, 
000 gallon capacity underground tanks 
of the Texas Oil company, owners of 
the barge. 

The property damage conaisted ‘of 
the destruction of the barge, known 
as the Reliable, the river zus, ale 
and hundreds of window panes in 
plants and houses for blocks around 
the scene of the explosion. 

Call Out Hundreds of Firemen. | 

‘So gravely did Fire Chief Seyferlich 
regard the.menace of the fi 
he called out every available fire fight. 
ing apparatus, including the city fire 
beats, the Illinois and Graeme Stew 
art. They poured tons of water upon 
buildings along the burning river, and 
upon the wooden North avenue bridge 

Clouds of smoke filled the sky of 
the entire region, 

Firemen were constantly in dangey. 
They had to work directly over the

And as firemen battled the flames, 
ever watchful lest they spread to ad- 
jacent bufidings, a crowd of 25,000 per- 
sons gathered along the river banks 
and on nearby bridges. 

Police Battle Crowds.

Bulldog- 
ging a steer is offensive to more people. The 
steer is bumped hard, about as hard as a half back 
is bumped fifteen or twenty times in a football 
game. He's a volunteer and the steer isn’t. We 
know that. There are also people who do not like 
to see the half dack bumped and there was a 
time when they almost had the game stopped. 
| We believe jt is a good thing that American boys 
are willing to take the bumping. 
The rodeo is a picture of what conquered the 
plains. Some people say the cowboy didn’t do it 
and tit the lean man with a rifle and the lean 
woman with a skillet in the covered wagon with 
ten kids did it, the wagon with a plow tied under 
the rear end. Give them all their credit, but the 
troops and the cowboys and their Indian allies 
were the ones who fought it out with the hostile 
Indians and made it safe and easy to get to Oak- 
land.

It is not 
particularly advisable that a citizen should think 
of himself as a pumpkin in a new garden even if 
he thinks he is some pumpkin.

In America there seem to be four va- 
rieties and many subvarieties. The per- 
son who judges that a given plant is 
not poisonous because the leaves are 


not shaped just as he remembers poison 


ivy leaves to have been, or by some 
other peculiarity known to him, is liable 
to get into trouble. McNair has shown 
that none of the characteristics are al- 
Ways present.

But you are far more interested in 
remedies, Strickler proposed a method 
of vaccination against poison ivy. The 
vaccine was injected and also taken in- 
ternally. It was used as a cure as well 
as a prevention. j 

Krause and Weidman, after thorough 
laboratory investigation, conclude that 
the vaccine method is of no service as 
a preventive. They think that as a cure 
the Strickler vaccine has little or no 
value. 
McNair collected a list of remedies now 
ad vocated or that had been advocated 
as remedies for poison ivy. There were 
260 cures on the list. He advises the 
following: 
To wash off the poison when it first 
gets on the skin, use an alcoholic so- 
lution of lead acetate.

Treatment of eruption, according to 
MeNair: Bathe all itching parts with a 
5 per cent solution of ferric chloride in 
50 per cent grain alcohol. Protect the 
bedding from stains. Dry. Spray or 
paint with parawax. Apply sheet wad- 
ding and cover this with parawax. 
Renew dressings daily. Wash with salt 
water or borax solution. 
Or a second method is: Wash all pol-

of ferric chloride. Wash poison out of 
hair with 75 per cent grain alcohol. Be 
certain there is no poison on the clothes 
or shoes. 

Wash the eruption frequently with a 
watery solution of ferric chloride. Use 
no ointments. Grease spreads the pol- 
son. 

Avoid scratching. 

After the acute blister stage has 
passed, soothing applications should be 
used. Even ointments are allowed. 

Krause and Weidman found that the 
water from the blisters does not spread 
the disease to other parts of the skin. 
Perhaps they disagree with McNair on 
this point.

In summer it is the leaf of the plant 
that is most poisonous. In winter the 
poisonous part is the bark.

Britain Backs U, S. Policy. 
[Chieage Press Service.] 
(Copyright: 1 : By The Chicago Tribune.) 

TANGIER, July 19.—Great Britain's 
refusal to land troops at Tangier in 
codperation with the French and Span- 
ish as reinforcements for the inter- 
national police force is accepted here 
as a new vindication, if not an exact 
duplication, of America’s policy con- 
cerning this favorite spot for breeding 
European war. 

This northernmost entrance to the 
Straits of Gibraltar is beginning to 
show symptoms of disturbance, both 
internal and external, but there will be 
no question of American marines being 
called to land within this dangerous 
radius of the north African war be- 
cause such a possibility was eliminated 
by Washington's nonparticipation in 
the international statutes formulated 
in December, 1923, by Great Britain, 
France and Spain. 

America, which was not consulted 
in the formulation of the new rules, 
has not seen fit to accept the invita- 
tion of Great Britain, France, and 
Spain to surrender the rights it en- 
joyed under the Algeciras agreement 
of 1905 in exchange for uncertain bene- 
fits and responsibi‘ities under the new 
régime.
